A  Memorandum  of  Understanding  was 
signed  between  the  State  of  Montana 
and  the  United  States  Air  Force  on 
December  15,  1989.  Gov.  Stan  Stephens 
and  Brig.  Gen.  Teddy  Rinebarger, 
Commander  of  the  40th  Air  Division, 
signed  the  agreement  during  a  brief 
ceremony  at  Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base. 
Dan  Lieberg  represented  the  Disaster 
and  Emergency  Services  Division. 

The  memorandum  establishes  proce- 
dures whereby  the  Air  Force  will 
notify  the  State  Disaster  and  Emer- 
gency Services  Division  of  any 
adverse  impact  Air  Force  operations 
will  have  on  the  public  in  Montana; 
and,  the  State  will  notify  the 
Commander  of  the  40th  Air  Division  of 
any  adverse  impacts  on  Air  Force 
assets.  The  Air  Force  will  also: 

1.    Notify  the  appropriate  county 
sheriff(s)  prior  to  the  movement  of  a 


1.  Notify  the  appropriate  county 
sheriff(s)  prior  to  the  movement  of  a 
missile  or  weapon  to  or  from  a  missile 
complex  or  Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base; 

2.  Conduct  a  joint  civilian/military 
exercise  annually; 

3.  Provide  to  the  Montana  DES  and 
each  county  containing  missile  sites, 
a  map  of  the  missile  sites  and 
associated  travel  routes,  and  low 
level  flying  routes; 

4.  Have  primary  responsibility  for 
response  and  control  at  the  scene  of 
an  incident  involving  classified 
materials,  missile  launch  sites, 
missile  launch  control  facilities  and 
Malmstrom  Air  Force  Base. 

The  Montana  Disaster  and  Emergency 
Services  Division  will  assist  each 
county,  within  which  missile  sites 
and/or  low  level  flying  routes  are 
located,  to  develop  a  plan  by  which 
residents  can  be  alerted  in  case  of 
danger. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

Burdick  Stone,  long-time  DES 
coordinator  for  Madison  County,  died 
December  20,  1989.  Burdick  served  in 
the  Air  Transport  Command  during  WWII 
and  was  a  captain  with  TWA  for  28 
years.  He  was  appointed  Civil  Defense 
Director  in  1973  and  retired  in  1978, 
although  he  continued  to  serve  as 
deputy  coordinator.  Burdick  was  a 
licensed  outfitter  and  ran  a  hunting 
and  fishing  guide  service  from  his 
home  south  of  Silver  Star.

Plans  for  an  internal  training 
program  are  underway  for  the  staff  of 
the  Montana  Disaster  and  Emergency 
Services  Division.  The  initial 
program,  formally  entitled  "Staff 
Training  and  Employee  Development" 
(STED),  was  developed  over  a  six-month 
period  and  officially  adopted  in  late 
December.  Implementation  is  expected 
to  begin  February  1,  1990. 

These  new  requirements  for  state 
staff  have  a  baseline  performance 
orientation,  and  will  act  as  the 
foundation  program  for  State  DES 
personnel.  This  portion  of  STED  is 
only  "Phase  I"  of  a  comprehensive 
internal  training  program;  with  plans 
to  develop  in-depth  emergency 
operation  center,  disaster  field 
assignment  and  duty  officer  training 
scheduled  for  later  this  year. 

Montana  is  the  first  state  in  Region 
VIII  to  propose  a  comprehensive  EDP, 
and  one  of  only  a  few  states  in  the 
nation  to  have  such  programs. 


EARTHQUAKE  PREPAREDNESS
